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AUTUMN ASSIZES. 

(Before Hon. Mr. Justice Gray.) 

SEVENTH DAY. 
Wednesday, Doc. 7th, 1885. 

MURDER. 

It? E. Spronle, charged with having on 
1st June, 1885, feloniously murdered one 
Thoa. B. Hummill ill the district of 
Kootenay. 

The following comprised tho jury: 
Thos. Bennallick, Andrew Lang, William 
Hick, Geo. Goodo, Job. Goyetta, Joseph 
ltowe, Thos. Lloyd Davius, J. E. Black- 
ruore, Wm. Mann, l'oter Corr, Jae. Boyd, 
Wm. H. Mason (foreman). 

The attorney general in opening the 
case detailed how the homicide was com- 
mitted in tho Kootenay district near tho 
boundary line. Tho crime was a most 
dastardly and cowardly one; tho murder- 
ed man having while following the avoca- 
tion of a miner been shot through tho 
back. A pick and gunny sack had boen 
found about 00 feet higher in elevation 
from whero the man was found in his 
death ngonies. Tho shut had evidently 
been 6red from above, tho courao of the 
bullet having entered the body and pro- 
ceeded downwards at an angle of 45 de- 
grees. Nicholas Belnouf attracted by 
death groans discovered tho deceased, and 
in company with another (who would be 
called us a witness) convoyed tho deceased 
to a cabin. In answer to enquiries the 
deceased who was pretty well gouu was 
unable to say who hied tho shot — which 
from the nature of the wound was only to 
bo surmised was true. Tho crown then 
proceeded to relate how a party of four 
persons had "jumped" the Bluebell claim 
in which the prisoner had an interest 
The case was heard before the gold com- 
missioner, decided in Sproule's favor, was 
again appealed, again favorably to Sproule. 
Finally Hummill purchased an interest in 
the mine; but so far from this tending to 
dissipate the ill feeling, it only intensified 
it. The prisoner had been heard often to 
threaten what he would do to the deceas- 
ed if he interfered with the Bluebell 
claim. Sproule had gone to tho vicinity 
of the claim with several men. On the 
morning of tho murder he had borrowed a 
rifle and shortly before tho murder was 
discovered had reappeared in his camp, 
and taking only a few provisions and his 
rifle had started in a boa: for the 
boundary line. The dying man was 
found in almost his last throes, and 
upDii being questioned was t"0 far gone 
to be able to articulate distinctly, but it 
was thought from signs his made 
that he was unaware of his murder- 
er's identity. Bulnouf had heard 2 rifla 
shot in the morning and the time of its 
discharge would bo shown to bo but a 
Bhort time previous to Spruule's flight. 
Sproule, upon finding himself pursued, 
suddenly pulled into tho slioru, made one 
of the worst of landings possible, and 
took to the woods. He had started with- 
out blankets and but few provisions over 
' a wild part of the country. Tho officers 
lauded to the south and also to tho north 
of where prisoner had last been seen. 
When Moulsou found the boat of tho 
prisoner it was not leaking, as prisoner 
had afterwards asserted. Although when 
Sproule was last seen the time was 4 or 5 
o'clock on 2d Juno, he was not discovered 
until about 7 o'clock on the evening of 
the, 4th. Anderson at that time heard a 
crackling in tho brush and looking up 
saw Sproulo emerge. He called to him 
to surrender, saying: "You are just the 
man I have been looking for. Drop your 
rifle!" The prisoner hesitated for a mo- 
ment, but finally said "All right," and 
walked into camp. Although he was not 
informed of the reason of his arrest he 
dropped remarks which made it evident 
that he knew for what he was wanted. 
The pick found in the gunny-sack was a 
new one and corresponded with one of 
the new ones that had been lixed that 
morning by one of tho Wolfos, ono of 
Sproule's employes. The prisoner at the 
bar, on the morning of the murder had 
borrowed tho rifle of one of the Wolfe's— 
although having a rille of his own. The 
rifle borrowed was a Maynard und the 
cartridges taken were six of the smaller 
kind, carrying 40 grains powder. Finally 
the rifle was discovered to have been dis- 
charged — an empty shell of one of the 
cartridges found in tho breech of tho gun, 
three caitridges upon Sprouln'a bud and 
.two more in the possession of Oliarles 
House (which, as the explanation as to how 
the latter came' there could not bo ad 
initted in evidence, he would not explain) 
This, however, made up the six cartridges, 
and he would call several witnesses, 
among whom were the Wolfe brothers, 
who would give testimony — fur from un- 
important—which would enable tho jury 
to docido how those cartridges came into 
House's possession. 

Nicholas Belnouf, sworn — I am a miner, 
aged 32; I know the prisoner, and also, 
knew tho deceased ; Hanimill was aged 
about thirty years, and was a miner; I 
recollect tho first of Juno last; on that 
morning Hummill and myself started to 
work from Hammill's cabin, I on the 
Ruby claim, Ham mi 11 on thu Bluebell 
(witness pointed out the respective claims 
on a plan). "Wh.-n 1 was at work, and he 
tween ten and eleven, 1 heard the report 
of a rifle shot. At noon 1 started fot 
Hammill's cabin; while passing on ihe trail 
near where Haintnili had been at work, L 
was attracted by a low groan coming from 
the direction where Hammll had boen 
working; between the brusn I saw Ham- 
mill writhing like a wounded deer; I ran 
to where he was, and ho called mo by 
name and said, "Nick, lain shot through;" 
he Bpoke of his suffering and said ho 
wished to dio, and told mo not to got ex- 
cited. I tohl him to lie still a minute 
and I would run and get help to carry 
hip home. 1 got back in less than five 
minutes from Hammill's cabin, returning 
With Duncan (this was about noon); when 
we got back I saw that ho was almost dead; 
I asked if he saw anyone shoot him; his 
Bjiswer was very weak; I thought he tried 
to tell me no; we then packed him to his 
cabin, where he died just after arriving; 
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Duncan at once started for tho west shore 
of the lako for Anderson, tho constable; 
In about an hour Anderson came over 
with four others— Chas. Moulsou, Chas. 
Olsen, A. MoLeod and T. McCaffrey; on 
examination we found thut llammill had 
been shot, tho ball entering to the right 
of the backbone, and just below the rib, 
passing through tho body and coining out 
at the left groin; at the place of tho mur- 
der we found thu pick and shovel with 
bloqd on them, also a little on tho ground; 
wo then went round to look for Sproule, 
and saw a man on top of tho hill, which 
caused ono of tho party to say, "Thoro ia 
Sproule on top of the hill;" Ohas. Olson 
made the remark. Anderson followed 
Sproule, but tho latter either did not 
hear or else did not pay attention, for he 
walked away; we thon wont up on top of 
the hill, where wo found three men at 
work, viz , Adam Wolfe, Chas. Wolfe and 
Chas. House; Anderson asked thorn 
where Sproule was; they said ho 
had gone across tho lako to 
represent some claims. On being 
asked what time ho had left; they said 
at first about seven or eight o'clock. 
Being questioned further they said it 
•might have been nine or ten, and still 
la'er said they had not noticed the tiuio. 
Two nien,McLeod anil Olson, then crossed 
tho lako to see if Sproule was thero, but 
soon returned saying, they had found no 
si«n of him or < f tho boat; shortly after, 
Anderson and Mouleon made preparations 
to start over the boundary lino in pursuit 
of Sproule; I was not present when the 
gunny sack was picked up; I could not 
say exactly the time when tho man was 
seen oil tho hill; it might have been three 
o'clock or a little later; tho man seen I 
now know to have boen (Jharlos House; the 
names of tho persons residing on the oast 
side of tho lake wero Thos. Hammill, 
John Duncan and myself, tho prisoner, 
Ohas. Wolfe, Adam Wolfe and Chas. 
House; on the west Bide there were H. 
Anderson, Chas. Moulsou, Chas. Olson, 
A. MoLeod, T. McGovorn, C. F Smith, 
— Ward, and also, I think, one Thos 
Munti. 

To tho Attorney-General — There wero 
no now picks-jjji Hammill's camp; the 
Wolfos were working nn an incline shaft 
in the Blue Bell claim, which I have heard 
called the Kootenay King; I w*.a tnltl 
they had now picks there; 1 know the 
boat Sproule went away in; it was a 
staunch ono; Sproule tapped Chas. House 
on the shoulder when getting into 
the boat and tiaid: "Here, you go and 
yet dinner;" House repeated this at tho 
conversation with Anderson; I believe 
there were some Indians near the outlet 
of the lake. 

Thu court at this stage adjourned for 
luncheon. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Examination of Belnouf Continued: 
Munti and Ward wore, I behove, on a 
prospecting trip in tho vicinity of the 
outlet of the lake. (To Mr. T Davit) -It 
was between ono and two hours from when 

1 heard the shot before 1 wont to lunch. 1 
know tho surface of tho country in that 
diatrict. Between Hammill's working 
and the Ruby claim tho country is flat 
and wooded. Between Sproule's c*bin 
and the place of the murder there is a 
hill with a rise of 1 in 3. Tho country be- 
tween Sproule's cabin and the top of the 
iiill (150 yards) is unbroken by trees; the 
distance from there to tho place where 
Hammill was found is another 150 yards. 
A person standing whero the murdered 
man was to the place where the pick was 
found above (a pitch of 00 feet) could not 
see anyone coining who was on the trail 
which led over the hill from Sproule's 
house. I was in the employ of Hammill, 
who ., in his turn was employed by the 
Ainsworth company. 1 believe thut 
Sproulo had sold out his interest in tho 
Bluebell claim. 1 understood that Sproule 
had taken u contract under thu Kootenay 
mining company and employed the two 
Wolfos and House. TheOomfort, Koote- 
nay Chief, part of the Ruby and one- 
third of the Bluebell wore claimed by 
Ainsworth. The Bluebell was jumped by 
Hammill from Sproule. The Kootenay 
Chief and Comfort wero jumped by 
Sproule's friends from the Ainsworth 
company. I have been vory intimate with 
Hammill since 1870; knew him in Colo- 
rado, Oregon, Arizona; his principal oc- 
cupation was mining. I don't know of 
any enemy Hammill had excepting the 
prisoner. There wero four suits, I bu- 
lievo, in these claims at Kootenay. I 
was alone when I found the body of Ham- 
mill; ho must then have been hIio t 11 or 

2 hours. Tho report of the rifle and also 
the groans wero loud. His pistol was in 
the cabin; no weapon was found on him. 
I have never boen in Sproule's company 
except once, when introduced to him. In 
that part people when traveling to tho 
boundary invariably go by water; they- 
could perhaps go by way of tho mountains, 
but I don't think it has ever been tried. 
John Sutton supplied the place of Hum- 
mill for tho company. 

To the crown — Hammill's pistol wus 
not in working order. In the placo whore 
the pick was found u person could secrete 
himself from observation from whoro tho 
murdered man was found. The way of 
travel to tho boundary line was invariably 
by water; no difficulty existed for navi- 
gation in small boats. The rate of the 
current I could not auy exactly but I have 
rowed against it from the boundary line 
to Bonner's ferry, a distance of GO miles 
in one day. 

Adam Wolfe, sworn — I am 39 years 
old, a nati' s of Illinois and am by calling 
a farmer. I know the prisoner at the 
bar; first knew him in Pen d'Oreille in 
Idaho. 1 was engaged by prisoner to 
work in the mines at Kootenay lako on 
tho last Sunday in May. My brother 
and Charles House were likewise engaged 
at tho same time. I took with mo a 44 
Alaynard rifle. I 'oaned Sproulo my gun 
several times, though ho had one with 
him. Sproulo remarked that efforts had 
beon made to dnvo him out, of his claim. 
Neither my brother nor 1 had ever boon 
in the country before. On Monday morn- 
ing Sproule told myself and brother to fix 
a wedge and put the handles in a couple 
of picks; this was about six o'clock; the 
picks and their handles wore now; brought 
them both to Sproule's cabin. (The pick 
produced looks like ono of those I fixed) 
1 don't know who took tho pick to the 
ground. After we had fixed tho tools wo 
commenced splitting lagging fro ma float log 
on tho beach. Myaeff, brother and 



House were engaged in packing and split- 
ting the timber. Sproule was helping 
House to saw when my brother and I re- 
turned from tho sharpening. I saw 
Sproule filing the saw near his cabin at 
o'clock that morning. I was called into 
the cabin by Sproule, perhaps, a little af- 
ter ten, who asked me to loan him my 
rifle. I did so, giving him six short cart- 
ridges which I laid on his bed and went 
to wurk, leaving Sproulo at his table 
writing, I never heard a shut tired; 
thoro was a hill between whero I was 
working to whero the body was found, 
and the wind was blowing strongly from 
the south west. During tho time Sproulo 
was away ho had time to go to and 
return from whore Hammill was found; 
Charles Houso told mo prisunor when ho 
gut to the cabin tapped him on tho 
shoulder and told him to get dinner; this 
must have been near 11 o'clock, but 
House did not tell us till about noon; 
about 11 o'clock I saw Sproule coming 
from the house with an oilskin coat, 
something in a sack and his rifle; ho wont 
to tho beach, got into his boat, and hav- 
ing pushed off, partly drew the rille out of 
its" case, worked the lever as though to 
throw in a cartridge, and laid tho rifle in 
tho boat, at the same time looking up tho 
hill in the direction in which tho mur- 
dered man was afterwards found, and 
then rowed aa I supposed for tho other 
side of thu lako; he looked as if ho were 
angry — his face was tolerably red; at din- 
ner that day I noticed my rifle and that it 
had been used; it was in a different posi- 
tion to that in which it was when I loaned 
it to Sproule, and had been discharged; 
writing wub lett whore Sproulo had been 
writing; it referred to tho men's waged. 
[Objected to by Mr. T. Davie.] Charles 
Houso pickod up ono of tho cartridges 
whore we were packing up tho hill, and a 
fow days' after, round where tho pick was 
found, he showed mo whero ho picked up 
another; more wero found on Sproule's 
bod; I cannot say positively whether two 
or throe; on that evening 1 first observed 
that one only of tho picks was in tho 
cabin; when Sproulo left ho said ho might 
return that evening or the next day; that 
the boys could make shakta or do any- 
thing they liked; the wind wao blowing, 
which prevented mo from hearing some- 
thing else he said. 

To Mr. Davie — Five years ago I pur- 
chased my rifle; when Sproule used jt on 
previous occasions he returned the shells 
to mo; the rifle was not londed when I 
lent it to Sproule; ho spuko of going over 
the lake; I cannot remember now whother 
I deposed before Mr. Yowell that I could 
not swear to the pick produced; 1 will 
swear positively that neither my brother 
nor House took the pick to where it was 
found; my only reasons for swearing that, 
is that they said they hud not, and they 
had no use for a pick;. I distinctly re- 
member removing the empty sholl from 
my riflo, the last time I used it before 
lending it to Sproule; at the time 
when I stated the gun had been used 
I didn't know that any tragedy had oc- 
curred; the first I hoard of it was when 
Anderson and some half dozen mr re came 
and told ub; we were worki.ig in the 
small tunnel in tho Bluebell; whon I heard 
of the murder and that they wore after 
Sproulo, it occurred to mo that my rille 
might have been UBed for tho purpose. 
Bray, the mail carrier, tuld mo that it 
would bo best for myself and brother to 
como to Victoria, but did not eay there 
was as much suspicion against us as against, 
Sproule. I saved tho shell, because I 
thought something was wrong, but did 
not know what; I never heard of my bro- 
ther having butted his head against 
a tree to knock his brains out. 

To tho crown — What led mo to believe 
there was something wrong was seeing 
Sproule leavo in a boat in a hurry, also 
working the lover of riflo; I was never in- 
formed beforo-hand that thoro was going 
to bo trouble, or 1 never would have gone 
into tho mines. 

To tho judge— I laid aside the shell 
from the riflo at dinner time, but when I 
heard of Hammill's death I preserved it 
apart permanently. 

To a juryman — Houso could not have 
gone out and shot after Sproule left, be- 
cause it was very shortly after that House 
had dinner ready. 

Upon the attorney general suggesting 
that (ho brothers Wolfe should be kept 
separate, the last witness made the pecu- 
liar remark that ho had no objection to his 
brother being kept upart from him until 
the court re- assembled, as long as he was 
not put in irons as promised to the Unitod 
States government. 

Court adjourned at 8:30 p.m. until this 
(Thursday) morning at 10 a. m. 

(Before Sir M. IS. Limbic, C. J.; 

Kit Long and Tuck Chnng, charged 
with larceny were found not guilty and 
discharged. 

Ah Chin, charged with larceny in a 
dwelling houso, was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to 12 months' imprisonment. 

Chin Ah New, for attempted larceny, 
wassontcncedtol8 months' imprisonment. 

In the case of Lum Yip the crown 
abandoned the prosecution, tho witnesses 
denying the accusation. 

In the cases of Dolong and Houdola, 
charged with larceny and assault, the 
crown entered a nolle prosequi and the de- 
fendants were discharged.

The elections in Groat Britain progress 
slowly; but there tiro indications that the 
liberals will have a good working major- 
ity over both 1 conservatives and Parnell- 
ites. Tlioy will not be able to^disponae 
with tho assistance of the radicals, 
■who will bo in the house in sutlicient 
strength to dictate their own tornis unlosa 
tho suggestion of tho London Times of a 
coalition of moderate republicans and 
conservatives should occur; in which case 
both Parnellites and radicals would bo 
"dished." Much as we admire Mr. Glad- 
stone for the many good things he has 
done, wo cannot help thinking that his 
day is over and that Great Britain would 
bo more prosperous at homo and more ro- 
spec ted abroad if the "grand old man," with 
his freo trade ideas and !us timid, halting 
foreign policy was allowed to retiro to the 
shades of his grand ohloakaat Ilawardon. 
England stands more in nood of protec- 
tion than any country on tho face of the 
globe. Her artisans are idle, her work- 
shops are closed, her chimneys are'cold 
and lifeless, her ships are unomployed, 
her commerce shows a remarkable and 
startling shrinkage, anil hor revenue fails 
to meet the espouses of government by 
many thousands of pounds. The conser- 
vatives have found in fair trade what is 
bolieved to be a panacea for dull times; 
and it is a regretful circumstance that tho 
oloction returns begin to indicate that 
they will not have an opportunity to ap 
ply the remedy. 



The New Itluui<'ii>ial Council. 

To rim Editor.: — The time is fast ap- 
proaching when tho ratepayers will bo 
oalled upon to elect a now council in ac- 
cordance with the Amended Municipalities 
Act, paasod at the last session of the leg- 
islature. The candidate in onch ward re- 
ceiving tho highest number of votes will 
be elected for t~vo years, and it is there- 
fore a matter of great importance that 
"good men and true" should be selected; 
I understand tho object in obtaining an 
amendment of the Municipalities Act was 
chiefly with a view of enlisting more in- 
terest in municipal mutters and that re- 
liable men should be selected to form tho 
city government. 

So far, tho usual apathy still remains, 
and it would be well for tho public to at 
once take these facts into consideration, 
and at the same time bear in mind that a 
very large amount of important business 
will havu, to be dealt with by the new 
council. The drainage of tho city should 
now assutnu definite shape, as tho present 
council have carefully gone into the pre- 
liminary part of the work and, I under- 
stand, have selected out of a largo num 
bor of schemes suggested, one which the 
new council can take in hand at once. 

The tire department will now be under 
the direct management of the council, 
and a most important undertaking it cer- 
tainly is. 

The water supply, Btreet lighting and 
street improvements still demands atten- 
tion, and it is to bo hoped that tbe rate- 
payers will bo alive to their intsrosts and 
adopt early measures for bringing out 
suitable candidates to represent their, in 
the new council.

RUSSIA. 

Sr. Pr/rKHSBURO, Dec. 2. — The Journal 
do St. Potorsburg. referring to the impe- 
rial order published yostorday praising 
tho powers of Bulgaria, says: "Russia 
has never ceased to sympathize with the 
Bulgarian people. It is possible, how- 
over, to forget those Who deceivod the 
expectations of Russia, ignored her coun- 
sels, precipitated a fratieidal war, imper- 
illed Bulgarian destinies and assumed a 
heavy responsibility." 

Unofficial newspaper state that the im- 
perial order strikingly proves that poaco- 
tul bonds still knit Russia and Bulgaria. 

Tho Svet, military organ, recommends 
that a commision be appointed to investi- 
gate tho charges against the Bulgarian 
government. 

Tho Nova Vremya says the imperial 
order confirming thu ties of friendship 
between Russia and Bulgaria must termi- 
nate the ditlerences from which Russia's 
rivals were inclined to make capital, it 
concludes by hoping that this step of tho 
czar will bo rightly understood and ap- 
preciated in Bulgaria, London and Vienna. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Dec. 2. — Up to (i o'clock this 
evening the liberals had elected 228 mem- 
bers, tho conservatives 192 and the na- 
tionalists 45. The tory net gain has been 
reduced to M3 seats. Tho liberals are now 
jubilant over their lato success, which is 
regarded as an augury that they will bo 
sustained by a fair majority. Tho elec- 
tions in Scotland will take place this and 
next week. There are 72 seats there, out 
of which tho liberals \vill cany at least GO. 

In the new house there will be 4 ( .)o rep- 
resentatives from England and Wales, 1U3 
from Ireland and 72 from Scotland — a to- 
tal of 070. Up to this evening 4(15 elec- 
tions have taken place, leaving 105 con- 
stttuonces still open. 

London, Dec 2 —Election returns re- 
ceived up to 3 o'clock this afternoon bIiow 
that the liborals gained 12 seats to-day. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Dec. 2 — Gen. DeCourcy, com- 
mander of the French troops in Tonquin, 
has telegraphed to tho war office demand- 
ing a categorical denial or reply confirm- 
ing the rumors of an intended evacuation 
of Tonquin by France. If the roport is 
true he Bays the result will be a revolt of 
the natives and a general massacre. If 
the government will authorize him to con- 
tradict pessimist rumors, however, ho 
will pledge himself to speedily pacify tho 
delta. Gen. Camperon, minister of war, 
telegraphed in reply that tho government 
and ininistor of war will strenuously de- 
feud, tho occupation of Tonquin and com- 
plete tho conquest demanded by Gon. 
DoCourcy.

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Dec. 2. — B, Green- 
baum, United States consul at Samoa, in 
a letter to the Merchants' Exchange of 
this city, says that an island never before 
reported has been thrown up from tho sea 
about forty miles off tho Tonga islands, 
bearing towards Fiji, in the track of the 
California vessels.

A Family Poisoned I»y I he Use 
of Cocoaine. 



Dr. Charles D. Bradley, of Chicago, ha3 
become insane from the use of cocoaine, 
the new anesthetic, and by experimenting 
on his wifo and five children has practi- 
cally ruined them. It is said that tho 
doctor has, under its influence, performed 
experiments on his fainil}' that have made 
them physical wrecks. His claim was that 
he could inject hydro chlorate without' 
pain and remove flesh without injury to 
the patient. Ho injected sonso into his 
own arm, and then, with a red hot iron, 
burned it out without flinching. Some 
more he injected into the waist of his 
little throe-year-old child, and then, with 
a knife, cut out the flesh, the little one 
apparently experiencing no pain. Ho 
used the drug promiscuously in his family 
and became himself a slave to it, until in 
a little while his practice fell away and 
his family was reduced to want. He 
mortgaged all ho possessed, even to his 
horse and buggy, to pursue his favorite 
stud}'. His wife is an invalid, and his 
children are ruined in health, and their 
condition is heart-rending in tho ox- 
tremo. Tho family have been sent to the 
asylum.

THE BURMESE QUESTION. 

The above rough map will enable our readers to form an intelligent idea of tho situ- 
ation in Buruiah. England occupies the entire sea-coast of what was onco tho Burmese 
Empire, including all the region watered by the lower part of the great river Irrawaddy. 
This river, which is navigable up to and beyond Mandalay for large vessels, nearly bisects 
Hurmah. British Burmah, with fully nine hundred miles of sea-coast, was ceded to 
(heat Britain by the treaty of Vandabo, in lh'ili, and subsequent agreement. By the 
same treaty Assam was ceded to the Bast India Company. At that time the boundary 
between British territory and Burmah was the line on the map separating Assam from 
the neutral ground. Burmah then extended up to Thibet, but tho Burmese have since 
been gradually driven south by the Siugphoa, the inhabitants of the neutral ground, who 
are now completely independent. The French in Tonquin are separated from Buruiah 
by independent tribes and States. Tho Shans extend up to tho Siugphos in the neutral 
ground, and thus cut off Upper Burmah from China. The railway marked on tho map 
extends from the Brahmaputra river to the coal fields at Makum, and at present provides 
the last link in steam communication all tho way from England to Makum. It has been 
proposed to continue this road to tho Irrawaddy, and down it to Rangoon. Mr. Archi- 
bald Colquhoun proposes the connection of (his system with a line to be run through 
Siam and the Shan States to a point only 200 miles from tho Chinese frontier. This 
would bo tho tirst step in the connection of India and China by railway. Tho French 
also have a scheme in .view. They are now in Tonquin, and they have recently annexed 
Annum. They propose to run a road up the Mekong river through Yunnam iuto China. 
During tho past year their agent has been negotiating a treaty with Thebaw, under which 
France would secure the righ- to build and operate railways in Upper Burmah. This 
would give them the control of tho revenue of the Upper Irrawaddy, which they would 
divert towards tho Mekong route. This would naturally injure very seriously British 
commerce in the Indo-Chinoso'peninsula. The annexation of Upper Burmah by England 
would render this scheme abortive, and it is more than probable that that will be tho 
result of the expedition which is now making its way to Rangoon for tho purposo of 
ascending the Irrawaddy to Mandalay. The following are some statistics with regard to

The revenue of King 
Thebaw is said to amount to £800,000. A British resident was maintained at Mandalay 
uutil 1NS2, when he was withdrawn. 



VfLADIVOSTOCK. 
A Kussian Torpedo Scandal. 
Sawdust in Place of Powder. 



A correspondent of the Novoe Yreinya 
at Vladivustock has provoked a sensation 
in Russian naval circles by disclosing the 
following incident: A few weeks ago the 
German steamer China set out for Port 
Possiett, unaware that the harbor was 
closed by a doublo row of torpedoes, 
which had been placed there during the 
war scare in tho spring. On its arrival 
tho boat stationed to warn off vessels was 
not in its place, and the German captain 
did not observe the red flag hoisted on 
shore, where abo the naval picket was 
absent. Two or three people, observing 
the danger into which the vessel was 
running, shouted out, "Mini ! mini I" 
("Mines ! mines 1") but tho captain did 
not realize what they meant until close to 
the tirst torpedo barrier. It was then too 
lato to reverse tho engines, and amid a 
panic among the passengers on board, ho 
decided to trust to luck and steam full 
speed ahead. A terrible pause followed, 
succeeded by a feeling of astonishment 
when the steamer was seen to have 
traversed both rows of submarine mines, 
and to be calmly making her way into tho 
harbor. The torpedoes wore supposed to 
be of the best quality, recoived from 
Russia last spring, and they wero laid 
down by experienced ollicers who had re- 
oorted that it was impossible for even the 
smallest fishing smack to enter the harbor 
without being blown to pieces. None the 
less they proved a dismal failure when 
tested by tho China, and the Russian 
admiralty have telegraphed^ that the most 
searching investigation shall bo made into 
tho affair. At St. Petersburg it is not 
believed that the officers bungled in lay- 
ing them down, but that thu mishap was 
due to a repetition of what occurred more 
than onco with the submarines mines 
Russia used against Sir Charles Napior in 
the Baltic. Failing to check that gallant 
ollicer's operations, they wore hauled up 
and examined, when it was found that 
tho rascally officials ashore had purloined 
tho gunpowder and replaced it with saw- 
dust. — Enyinetriny.

THE STilEETS. 

An Hem for Hie street Commit- 
tee and CISy Surveyor. 

There is much cause for complaint 
about the condition of several of the 
principal streets of tho city. A hand- 
some sum has been oxpended during the 
past year in improving old and opening 
out new thoroughfares, probably a larger 
amount than in any previous. The street 
committee have been hard worked and 
deserve groat praise for the success that 
has crowned their efforts, but there i3 
ovidontly a lack of supervision or direc- 
tion in cases where the streets have been 
cut in order to lay drains or pipes. Instead 
of having the street placed in as good a 
condition as beforo work was commenced, 
in every instance where a drain has boon 
built by city or private oontract tho exca- 
vation has been merely filled with loose 
earth and the substantial condition of tho 
roadbed destroyed. This is particularly 
so on View and Fort streets; on the for- 
mor tho new main drain aud replacing 
water pipes cutting the street frum Van- 
c mvor to Douglas. On Port streot tho 
tneatro drain has rendered tho north side 
in such an unsafe condition that it is im- 
possible fur vehicles to vonturo near tho 
aido.valk without tho wheels sinking almost 
to tho hubs in a soft clay. 

In tho construction of theso drains and 
laying of water-pipes tho civic authorities 
should insist upon aud see that the drains 
aro filled and padded tight, tho top "placed 
with macadam as before, instead of being 
left as it has in every instance whore ex- 
cavations have been made this year, a 
source of danger to pedestrians and vehi- 
cles alike. 

Tho same unquestionably poor policy is 
being followed in the construction of the 
drain on Douglas street, from Yates to 
the Johnson street sower. The earth has 
been lightly thrown in, piled up loosely 
on tho top, and in a few weeks that side 
of the street will bo in tho same danger- 
ous state that the others are at present. 
In this case it is not too late for tho street 
committee and city surveyor to have 
Douglas streot made as permanently as it 
was previously to being cut into.

Governor Squire's Report. 

Governor Squire of Washington Torri- 
I tory in his report gives the population of 
tho territory at 129,438, an increase of 
3(3,930 in two years. The assessed value 
of property is §50, -184,437, and there aro 
yet 23,000,000 acres of public land unsur- 
veyed, of which 10,000,000 are good agri- 
cultural and timber land. The governor 
Btates that by tho territorial census of 
1885 thoro wero 3270 Chinese residents in 
the territory. He says that tho recent, 
attacks on Chinese in that territory havo 
grown out of tho fact that Chinamen are 
continually coming across tho border from 
British Columbia in violation of tho re- 
striction act. The yovernor suggests an 
increased customs force on tho border,, a 
revision of the restriction act, and the re- 
vision or repeal of the Burlingame treaty 
as necessary for tho tranquility of tho ter- 
ritory.

MONSTER IRONCLAD. 

Description of ilie New British 
Warship Recently 
I.ii ii ached. 



Tho London Times of October 28th 
says: Yestorday at Chatham a furl her J 
and very formidable addition was made | 
to tho strength of tho armor-clad tleet in 
the shape of tho Hero, tho now steul- 
built, armor-plated, turreted ram. At 2 
o'cluck in tho afternoon this powerful ves- 
eel was iluated out of dock in tho pros- J 
euco of a distinguished company. The ' 
Horo mentioned above is an armor-clad, 
single- turreted ram. Her length between 
porpondiculara is 270 feet, while the ex- j 
trenie breadth is 58 foot. Shy is of 0200 
tons displacement, and when fully 
equipped will draw 2L' feet of water for- j 
ward and 24 foot aft. The sides of tho J 
hull aro faced with steel armor of a maxi- 
mum thickness of 12 inches, while tho | 
sides of tho turret and conning tower are 
faced with plates of tho same material of 1 
a maximum thickness of 14 inches and 12 | 
inches respectively. The upper and I 
lower decks are protected by steel pro- 
teotive plating of a thickness on the upper j 
duck of 1/ inches aud on the lower deck | 
of 2/, inches, and tho platform in the after j 
part of the ship is covered in the same | 
manner to a thickness of 2i inches. 

Tho armament of the iLu-o conaiUs of 
two 12 inch breech-loading 43-ton guns in 
the turret, four six-inch 89 hundred 
weight breech-loading guns on the spou- 
aoiis, seven ti pounder quick firing guns, 
one 9-puunder boat gun, two 7- pounder 
boat guns, one 9- pounder fiold-gun, ;is 
well as seven 1-inch 4 -barrel Nordenfolt 
guns, and two 45-inch 5 -barrel Gardner 
guns. She will also carry Whitehead 
torpedoes. 

The engines, which aro designed to 
propol the ship at a speed of 15,1 knots 
por hour, and have beon built by Messrs. 
J. & G. Ronnie, of London, aro twin- 
screw engines of tho vortical inverted 
compound direct-acting type of 4,500 in- 
dicated horse-power with a natural 
draught, and 6,000 indicated horse-power 
with a forced draught . They are of the 
same power and capacity as those of the 
Conqueror, tho sistor ship to tho Hero, 
but embudy many improvements upon the 
latter, having been adapted since that I 
vessel was put in hand. Each screw has 
two cylinders of 42 degrees aud 84 degreos, 
respectively, with a stroke of piston of 
3 feot, and aaapted to a pressure of steam 
in tho boiler of 90 pounds to the square 
inch. Tho framing of the engines is 
all of wrought iron, each cylinder resting 
on four columns of tho lightest descrip- 
tion consistent with strength, and the 
shafts and other moving parts are of steel. 
Tho eondonsers aro of brass, with brass 
tubes, having a cooling surface of no less 
than 9,500 foot. Tho circulating pumps 
are in duplicate for each engine room, so 
as to provido ample pumping for ull dis- 
charging water from the ship in tho event 
of a leak. In addition to all the above 
there are in the engine department two 
# main feed engines, four auxiliary bilge 
ongines, two steam fire engines and two 
pumps. 

Tho boilers have been constructed with 
special regard to strength and lightness, 
the whole of tho material being Hinged 
and revited together by hydraulic machin- 
ery. They are in eight parts and of tho 
class known as oval return tube boilers. 
Tho total heating surface of the boilers 
amountB to 14,100 square foot, and in ad- 
dition to the ordinary natural draught, 
arrangements have been made to supply a 
forced draught to the boiler room by 
means of four fans driven by separate 
ongines. 

Theso engines wero ordered in the 
spring of 1881, and havo therefore been 
completed and got ready to go on board 
within a period of eighteen months. They 
aro the latest development of the com- 
pound ongines which have been made by 
Messrs. Rennie since the year 1870, when ! 
the type ' was first tried on board the 
Briton, the first case in which compound 
engines with two cylinders wore made use 
of in the British navy. They have since 
boon applied to the Bacchante and the 
Canada, both of which vessels were select- 
ed by tho admiralty for the use of the 
royal princes during thoir cruiso.

Citizens pursued them eight miles 
through tho bush s^ld swamp and captur- 
ed them and the goods. The tramps 
mado a desperate resistance. 

Neepawa, Man., Nov. 25,— On Mon- 
day morning last a child of four years, of 
Archie McDonald, living six miles east of 
Neopawa, was left in the house alono 
whilst its mother went a distance of 40 or 
50 rods from the hou3e to milk the cows. 
Sho heard the cry: "Mother lot me out " 
When she came back to I he house and 
opening the door she found three panes of 
glass broken out of the sash of tho win- 
dow and the child nowhere to be seen. 
After a thorough search of the premises 
and failing to find the child sho aroused 
the neighbors. A diligont search has 
been kept up, but up to tho present no 
trace of the child has been* found. The 
whole affair is wrapped in mystery. The 
general supposition is that tho child 
crawled through the window and was car- 
ried off by some wild animal, or that In- 
diana have Btolen tho child. To-morrow 



the people of tho town will again turn out 
for vigorous search. 

Quebec, Nov. 25. — The Signal Service 
reports tho steamer Ear! of Dufferin, of 
Halifax, a total wreck on Anticosti Is- 
land, at the same placo the Brooklyn was 
wrecked. Tho crow reached shore in 
safety. Tho Earl of Dufferin was on- 
gaged in saving the cargo of tho Brooklyn, 
and was drivon ashore during Friday's 
gale. The crew aro in tents on the beach 
at about the same place where tho 
Brooklyn's passengers and crew were on- 
camped. Assistance can hardly bo sent 
from horo now, as all lightships and buoys 
havo been removed from tho river, navi- 
gation being practically closed. 

Recina, N..W. T. , Nov. 25. — Owing to 
the hostile tone of tho address in reply to 
the governor's speech, many visitors at- 
tended the council chamber to-day.

The Collision on the Northern. 

Missoula; M. T., Nov. 29.— The 
first special tea train bound east and 
the west bound express freight No. 13 
collided between Turah and Wallace, 
fifteen miles east of Missoula Friday 
morning at 6 o'clock, wrecking the en- 
gines and six cars of each train. The 
killed and injured are Michael Rech, 
engineer of the freight, crushed and 
scalded, dying in live hours; Alvin S. 
Moffat, fireman of the freight, instant- 
ly killed; Thomas Devine, head brake- 
man of tho tea train, instantly killed; 
William A. Andrews, tramp, instantly 
killed; Norman Rice, fireman of the 
tea train, leg badly crushed, died this 
morning; Frank Bohnert, head brake- 
man of the freight, left foot amputated 
Fitzgerald, a tramp, pelvis bono brok- 
en and internal injuries; 3. 13. Waite, 
engineer of the tea train, jumped and 
escaped with slight injuries. Both 
trains were running at a high rate of 
speed and met on a curve so that they 
camo together with immense force, 
completely demolishing the engines and 
half a dozen cars. Tho tea train b: d 
the right of way and was going east on 
passenger time. The freight train re- 
ceived orders at Bear Mouth to meet 
the tea train at Turah, but tho night 
operator at Wallace received notice to 
hold both trains for orders and he dis- 
played the usual signal, a green light. 
The freight train ran by, however, with- 
out stopping and the collision occurred 
four miles below. 

The coroner's jury has not yet com- 
pleted the inquest. Wm. Doremus, 
conductor of the freight train, has been 
arrested and is in the county jail await- 
ing the verdict, lie claims to have seen 
no green light signal at Wallace. The 
fault seems to be with him and his en- 
gineer now dead, who should have stop- 
ped at Wallace for a "clearance," even 
without a signal to stop for orders be- 
ing displayed. The dead and wounded 
were brought t'o the railroad hospital 
here and every possible attention giv- 
en by the railroad authorities. A track 
was built around ike wreck so that no 
trains were delayed by tho accident. 
Letters found on the body of Andrews 
show him to be from Butte en route 
home to Portland whern his sisier Mrs. 
A. Kouti lives. Orders have been re- 
ceived to Bend bis body to Portland. 

The collision occurred on a level 
stretch of road in a canon, with moun- 
tains to the left and the Missoula river 
to i ho right. The freight train was 
coming clown grade, running nearly 
twenty miles an hour, and the tea 
train, which was not heavy, was tear- 
ing east on the level stretch at a speed 
well totted uliirty miles an hour. There 
was no time for brakes, and the engines 
came together with nearly as much 
force as a single engine would running 
into a solid wall at the rate of fifty 
miles an hour. The escape of the en- 
gineer of the tea train is miraculous. As 
stated above, the accident occurred on 
an outward curve. Mr. Waite, who 
was keeping an ordinary looisout, ob- 
served a shimmer on the outer rail, not 
a hundred yards ahead of him. lie ex- 
claimed: "My God! That must be 
Thirteen." He called to his fireman to 
jump, and leaped from the cab, rolling 
down the steep embankment toward 
the river. The fireman attempted to 
follow, but was to late. He was caught 
between the cab and tho tender. His 
right leg was broken above and below 
the knee and his left leg' crushed to a 
jelly. Death came to his relief.
